You have some very solemn 
and very heavy responsibilities 
weighing on your shoulders. 
It 
is the duty of the grand jury to 
investigate all crimes which may 
be committed within the confines 
of the county. 
It is the duty of 
the grand jury to indict persons 
when the evidence presented be­ 
fore you is sufficient to war­ 
rant the return of an indictment. 
It is equally your duty to no­ 
bill and not indict a person who 
is presented to you for indict­ 
ment against whom there is in­ 
sufficient evidence 
to 
convict. 
The indictment of a man is no 
evidence of his guilt, but you 
and I know, as a practical m at­ 
ter, that if you indict a citizen 
of some community in your coun­ 
ty, that forever after there will 
be a certain shadow on his repu 
tation. 
So, I charge you to be 
very careful in returning your 
indictments. 
A careless grand 
jury can cause a great deal of 
injury to the good citizens of 
the county, along with the in 
dictment of the citizens of the 
county who are not so good. 
I 
want to impress upon you to be 
careful in the consideration of 
the 
evidence 
presented 
before 
you, and to indict the guilty ones 
and be equally as careful to no­ 
bill those whom you think are 
not guilty, 
or 
against 
those 
whom you know there is not suf­ 
ficient evidence for the county 
attorney to secure a conviction. 
You have good officers, a good 
sheriff’s department and a good

TSRAEL should have succeeded; 
but it failed. Only a little more 
than 200 years afterwards, no very 
great age as nations go, it crashed 
completely, never to rise again. 
When the walls of its “impregna­ 
ble ’ capital city of Samaria, after 
a two-year siege, fell to the batter­ 
ing-rams of the Assyrian army, and 
over 27,000 leading citizens were 
deported, that was the end of Is­ 
rael for good and all. 
How did this happen? 
The 
Hebrew 
historian 
ties 
everything into a few words 
when he says that they wrought 
wicked things . . . they rejected 
Hod s statutes ... they served 
idols. 
But what were the details? What, 
in particular, did the nation of Is­ 
rael do that was wicked? 
Reading the prophet Amos will 
give many of the answers. At the 
time he preached, by all chamber- 
of-commerce standards Israel was 
at the peak of production and pros- 
pei ity. But he foresaw doom around 
the corner, and he gave reasons. 
He called a spade a spade. Read­ 
ing him. or even reading the bald- 
ei accounts in Kings, we can see 
the collapse was no mystery. 


Other Gods 
^ ^ N E thing fundamentally wrong 
'■ 'w ith Israel was idolatry. This 
was 
not 
the 
simple 
m atter 
of 
making carved images; it meant 
taking some other “god” to be the 
true God. 
W e know what the religions 
of ( ’bemist! and Molech and 
Baal were like; they were thor­ 
oughly bad. In the law of the 
tiue God, life and purity were 
regarded as sacred; life and 
purity under these other gods 
were held cheap. But one can 
see from reading Amos that 
what the people of Israel real­ 
ly worshipped was still another 
idol to whom no statue was 
erected: ‘heir own pleasures. 
Too many citizens didn’t care 
what happened to the country, so 
long as they could get their liquor. 
Welt, let us not read the Old Testa­ 
ment from mere curiosity. What 
-bout our own nation, our own peo­ 
ple and tiines? The United Steward­ 
ship Council (now the Joint De­ 
partm ent of Stewardship of the Na- 
Uor.al Council of the Churches of 
(. brist in the U. S. A.) reports that 
every year since 1934, excepting 
J93d, 
has shown an increase in 
i mg through the churches. 
But -the percent of this increase 
is not so large as the increase of 
annual income. The increase for 
contributions through the church of 
Cod is less, far less, than the in- 
<- re ase in spending for alcoholic 
liquors, soft drinks, candy, football 
games, jewelry, and a multitude of! 
< .ber things. We, like Israel, are 
potting God last!
